Sir: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 6th instant, inclosing a letter from W.H. Jennings in 
relation to a shortage on a remittance of mutilated coin forwarded to you from this office on 
November 27, and in reply beg to say that the package when received at this office was opened 
in order to ascertain if any of the coin was redeemable here and it was found to contain a $2 
United States note besides the silver. 


Returns for the $2 note were made by the Redemption Division, and the silver was 
counted twice and as nearly as could be made out from its defaced condition, it amounted to 
about $25. It was then put in a bag which was served up and that bag put into another one which 
was also sewed up so that when the bag left his office it must have contained about $25.08 the 
amount Mr. Jennings claims to have sent. His letter to your is returned herewith.
